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ORDER RETURNING UNDOCKETED APPEAL TO EXAMINER 



This application was received at the Board of Patent Appeals 
and Interferences on January 26, 2006. A review of the 
application has revealed that the application is not ready for 
docketing as an appeal.

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EXAMINER'S ANSWER

1 in view of Azima (6,332,029).

1) generate a revised Examiner's Answer in accordance with 
the new rules effective September 13, 2004, wherein the new 
ground of rejection has been approved by a Technology Center 
Director or his designee in compliance with 37 CFR §41.39; and 

2) for any further action as may be appropriate.
